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%70.28 was received in-185T, in liquidation of the State's
claim against the Federal Government, and of course is not to
be included with the regular revenues of the Treasury; there-
fore, deducting thig sum from the receipts of 1857, the diffe-
rence between the receipts of the two years is reduced to
$59,706.22.

The falling off in the receints from the Baltimore and Ohio
Railroad, snd: the Susquelanna and Tide Water Canal Com-
panies, is the principal cause of this difference, as will heres
inafter unare fully appeas. .
